¶ Parcus Antonius beynge o⸗ 
uercome of Juguſtus the empe- 
rour, delyuered vnto Eros his 
ſeruaunte a (werde, requyzynge 
to be rydde, ere his enmpyes ſhulde 
take hym. Eros toke the [werde, 
and grey turnyng it, thought 
it lefſe ſhame, yea, leſſe hurte, to 
kyll hymſelfe,thento kyl his mai⸗ 
ſter. J coulde tarye and fyll myne 
ozation with ſuche examples, but 
neyther to the Pole, itnedeth,noz 
to the ſuche a traytour, tt boteth 
thou haſt redde them as wel as J. 
pea thou knoweſt, that very dog⸗ 
ges, vnto whome they: mapſter 
could neuer giue moꝛe then meate 
and dꝛynke, haue oft died koz their 
maſter oft ſlayne them that ſlewe 
um-

hym. J wyll bꝛynge in an exa 


ple 
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ple 02two, not that I thynke they 
can dothe any good, but that they 
map ſette out thyne abhompnable 
vnkyndenes, to thy ſhame # con⸗ 
kuſion. It is notable, that authoꝛs 
wzpte of kynge Liſymachus his 
dogge, whiche neuer left his loꝛd 
— — —_ in — hun⸗ 
tynges in all warres, in al ieoper⸗ 
dies at hande with hym . At the 
laſt, whan he ſaw his maſter deed, 
and calte into the fyze, as the ma⸗ 
ner of buryal was than, the dogge 
à great while mournfully pouling 
and lamentyuge the dethe of his 
mapyſter, caſte hym ſelfe euen into 
the kyze alſo, and there dyed by his 
mayſter. Pliny wziteth, that Hie- 
ro kynge ol the Spꝛacuſans, had 
a dogge, which did euen the ſame. 
It is moze notable , that wzyters 
leaue in memoꝛpe of a Komaynes 


dogge 
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dogge, whiche Romayne was put 
to deathe, whan Titus Fabinus 
and his famille were ſlayne. This 
— e wolde away from his mat- 
ſter, toʒ no ſtrypes, fo: nao whyp-- 
pynge, but lay by the deed bodye, 
and ſity] howled wonderful mour- 
_ nyngely, many of the Komaynes 
ſtandyng about, a moche meruat- 
lyng at the true faith a harte; that 
that * wourme bare vnto his 
thought the dogge hungry, one of 
the ſtanders by, gaue hym meate, 
— he ſtrayghte caryed to his 
maiſters mouthe, and left it there. 
Shoꝛtly after the body being huts 
led into the Ryuer of Tpbe, the the 
dogge lept in after and [oy emp 
of his mayfter , kepy 
boue water as longe as 3 — —

nothynge fo: the kynge , ſythens 
that tyme, was nat that one bene⸗ 
kite inoughe, to bynde his grace, 
and all thepm, that loue this his 
realme, euermoꝛe to thynke vpon 
| goddis 
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goddes goodnes alwayes to giue 

hym thakes,and yet ſtyl to thynke 
thankes vngyuen: All bokes can 
ſhewe, no luche leditton ſo quic- 
ted, no ſuche rageloo peaſibly aſ- 
lwaged, and pet at the fy:ſte, as al 
men lyked the ende loo was there 
an other thyng, that inen, whiche 
fauourthe peace and quietnes of 
our countrey, thought ſomewhat 
amyſle , Men were wonderfulle 
gladde, thatharneys was put of, 
and weapons layde downe, but 
they were lozy, that the deceiuers 
of the ſimple a poꝛe ſubiectes had 
after their peſtilent ptlgremages, 
patdon. It is ofte to be remem- 
bꝛed, howe god pꝛouided bothe fox 
the ſozte deceyued, and alſo howe 
vpon newe trelon commytted, he 
wolde the ranke capitapnes, to te⸗ 
ſtifie bpon the galo wes that trat: 
tours 
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toures muſte come to ſhamefulle 
deathe. And pet is there moze,cuen 
concernynge the lame mattier, to 
be marked where as it pleaſed the 
kyng ok his clemencpe and tender 
loue, that his grace beateth to the 
lyke ok his ſubtectes, to ſatisfye 
the rygozof the lawes, with a fewe 
of their dethes, god hath this laſt 
ſommer bp ſtrange kynde of ſyck- 
nes, well declared vnto the com⸗ 
mons of the no:the, that he was 
nat contented fo fewe were puny⸗ 
ſhed, where ſo many offẽded. And 
as the ſycknes plagued them ſoze, 
loo I thynke god ſtycked a great 
ſozte in other countreys, ſuche as 
he knew had hartes euyll inough, 
though their dedes were vnkno⸗ 
wen. It is not to be left bnſpoke, 
that a generall plague retgnynge 
in al the noꝛth and in many other 


pat- 
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parties of the realme , London, a 
citie foz the moze parte yerelp vp- 
ſited with greate deathe, hadde in 
manernoo ſyckeneſſe in it. Lette 
other menne laye the cauſe where 
they thynke beſt. J do ſurely ſup⸗ 
poſe, that as god punyſſhed them 
\  foztheircreaſones , ſoo he ſhewed 
vnto the Londoners, that the wap 
to haue hym mercyfull and good 
to theym, is that that they are in, 
though not ſetled, yet a great part 
of theym well entred. All be it we 
be fozgetfull; and haue ſtylle nede 
of: ſome, to putte vs in mynde of 
oddis goodnelle to warde vs, vet 
woll not nowe ſpeake of the tre- 
ſure; whiche he gaue this realme, 
what iope and comfozte he lent to 
all trewe englyſſhemen, whan he 
ſent vnto our ſouerayne lozde, his 
dere and noble ſonne, oute deere 
and 
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and noble pꝛince Edward. J truſt 
it nedeth not, J trult there be none 
of vs, eyther fo blynde, that we ſee 
not, howe moch Englande oweth 
vnto god, foꝛ his birth, foꝛ his pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation foꝛ ſuch his towardnes 
as was neuer lene in chylde, by al 
mens aſſent the lyke, eyther ſo vn⸗ 
grate, but he herynge of this no⸗ 
ble pꝛincis growyng, and wartng 
to a kynge, to the ſcepter of this 
His right inheritance, woll with al 
his harte delpꝛe god both to kepe 
hym longe from the Scepter, and 
longer in it, than euer was his faz 
ther befozehym. J lap, I wyll not 
ſpeake of his grace,neyther of the 
goodnes of god powꝛed bpon vs, 
and all ours, by his byꝛth. No, Þ 
woll make as foule a chaunge, as 
eueryeſawe oꝛ herde ok. J wolle 
goo from hym, 1 loue to 

god 
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god and his father reſerued, we 
ought to loue, aboue all thynges, 
and intreate of theym, whom, yf 
they were alyue, all Englyſhemen 
ought aboue all creatures to hate. 
And yet J wyll not ſo gladly talke 
of them, as of the goodnes of god 
ſhewed to vs by theyz occaſion . 

¶ O lozdc,in what daungerhath 
the kinges highnes ben, theſe.xiii. 
02. xiiii. peres: Fo euen all this 
ſpace, there haue bene in his gra⸗ 
cis pzyuye chaumber, that frome 
tyme to tyme, haue not onely vtte- 
red the lecretes of his counſel aud 
chamber, but alſo haue pꝛactyſed 
with his moſt ennemies, and done 
what they coulde, to hynder his 
gracis godly pꝛocedynges Was 
it not a ſyngular pꝛoupdence ot 
god, that the Marques ok Exet⸗ 
tour was putte out of * 
cham⸗ 
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chaumber, vppon {noo-deſerte, J 
thynke at that tyme knowen, but 
euen that god put it in the kynges 
heed ſo to dof Js it not tobe mer⸗ 
yayled, that he, and Edward Ne-

not moze meruaple, that thone be⸗

but let vs laude god fo: them all, 
x aſſure our ſelfes that god woll

E it ſub- 
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ſubiectes, God hath toyned with 
the mateſtie of a kynge, ſuche a 
feare, that falſe hartes haue noo 
power, to offre wꝛong to a p2ynce, 
thoughe all opoztunittes ſeme to 
ſerue them:wherfoze pf we lyſte to 
metuail. let vs a lytle while intrete 
of the diſcloſyng of theſe treſons. 
Sy: Geffrey Pole was comitted 
to the towre, neyther the kynges 
hyghnes, noz any of the counſatle 
ſulpectynge either the Marques, 
eyther the loꝛde Montacute his 
b:other, oz (pz Edwarde Neuill, of 
any of all thele thynges that they 
were founde gilte of, Geffteye be- 
inge in the tows, hauynge his 
beſte full of witneſſes agaynſte 
hym ſeife, againſt his bzetherne,a 
yenſt the Marques, was bzought 
into ſuch a thꝛonge ok thoughtes, 
into ſuche a conklycte of 88 
that 


 onthoneſpde,god# conſcience on 
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that bloud, and nature, wozkynge 


thother, he was caryed into ſuche 
a perpleritie, that he coulde, ney- 
ther condilcende to accuſe his bꝛo- 
ther, his couſyn [pz Edwarde Nes« 
upll, and hym ſelfe, chyefe of all, 
pho gn all foure, with the 

n, 02 yet vtterlye 
ichſtande, the wozkyngeof god 
— conſcience, within bym: 
whiche olte put in his mynde, ra- 
ther to luffre theym and hym elfe 
to, bodelp to be bꝛought to deathe, 
then to goo body and ſoule to the 
deuill. This motion ranne ofte in 


his heed, but the deupll, continu⸗ 


all aduerſarye to goddes honoure 
andmans welthe,puti his — 
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kul purpoſe to flee hym ſelfe. The 
comodities ot his death were ma⸗ 
ny, as the deuell made them to the 
ſhewe, his bꝛother ſhulde lyue (til, 
they: familye continue in honour, 
the loꝛde Marques ſhouldehaue 
greate cauſe to loue all his bloud, 
whiche hadde kylled hym ſelfe to 
ſaue hym with many luche fanta⸗ 
ſyes, as deſperate menne fpnde to 
helpe them to theyz ende. He was 
fully perſwaded to ſlee hym ſelfe. 
Deſperation hadde wꝛoughte her 
keate nowe ſee howe opoztunitite 
made all thynges redye fo: hym, 
his keper was abſente, aknyfe at 
hande vppon the table, he ryſethe 
out of his bed, a taketh the knyfe, 
and with full intente to dye, gaue 
hym ſelke a ſtabbe with the knyfe 
vppon the bzeſte. The deuyll es 
Beth ſtrength, where god hath 6

gynne thynges,than bzyngethem- 
to effecte. The deuylle had playde 
his parte Nowe ſe, howe God, as 
he oftedothe, tourned all the dy- 
uels hole wozke to his glozte, and 
Geffreyes ſaluation. The knyke 
was blunte and ſo dyd perſe, but 
the wounde, as god wolde, was 
not moꝛtall, and pet foz as moche 
as bloude came after the wounde, 
Geffrey began at the laſte, to feare 
god, to eare hel, to remember into 
what caſe the deuyll had bzoughte 
bym, and than beganne to deteſte 
the ſlaughter of hym ſelk, to wilhe 
he had opened all togyther, rather 
than to haue loſte his bodye and 
ſoule after that ſozte. He nowe be⸗ 
ganne to caſte, whyche wape he 
mought apeaſe the wꝛothe # ven-

tohurle hym into helle. He nowe 
caſt his count after an other ſozte : 
dꝛede of deth, which as he thought 
wolde haue folowed the wounde, 
beganne to teache hym a neweleſ- 
ſon, his bꝛother, his couſyne, ſyꝛe 
Edwarde Neuyll,nowe waped as 
moche with hym, as they oughte 
to da, he ſawe befoze hym the loſſe 
of his ſo wle, and thoughte it mo- 
che better, they loſte their heedes : 
he ſawe in what daunger he ſhuld 
leaue his ſoueraygne lozde, whole 
benefyttes beganne nowe to mu⸗ 
ſter befoze hym, and the vele ol ma 
lyce layde alyde, to fourne his 
harte, he ſawethe damages, the 
ſlaughters, that myght comme to 
his countrep : he ſawe it not poſſi- 


ble, that god ſhulde be any thynge 
good to hym, whiche ſhoulde con- 
"In 
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In ſo moche, that nowe he, whiche 
wolde haue dyed, to laue his bꝛe⸗ 
therne and coulyn, deſyꝛed lyfe, fo: 
no cauſe ſo moche, as Þ he myght 
bzynge theym to that they had de⸗ 
ſerued:aud ther bpon of his owne 
mynde, no man requyzynge hym 
to it, no manne thynkynge of any 
ſuche thynge, he deſpzed to ſpeake 
with the lieutenant of the tower, 
and after to ſpeake with ſomme of 
thekynges pꝛiuie coũſel to whom 
whan they came, he as a man ſtyll 
lokinge, whan the wounde ſhulde 
haue ended his lyfe, diſcloſed all 
the hoole treatons . Thus the dy- 
uels ſubtyl pꝛouiſion of the knife, 
of his betnge aloone , of perſwa⸗ 
dyng him to abuſe theknife to his 
diſtruction, btterlpe deceyued the 
dyuell, all his gynnes all his craf- 
tes, nowe being turned ayenſt him 
Er 
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ſelfe, all the hurt that myght haue 
come to his aduerſaries, god and 
thole that loue and ſeke his glozte, 
nowe redounding vpon his owne 
hced. Wyll pe haue a (ure token, 
that this is the wozke of god? Ye 
haue herde of the meſſage, whiche 
Keynold ſent to his bꝛothern, that 
ts, Þ they in no wyſe ſhulde ſturre 
vntyll his compng, ye may know 
who was authoz of lo godly a mel 
ſage. who but the deuyl,authoz of 
all diſſention, all rebellyon al tre⸗ 
ſon, could be eyther of coũſell with 
hym, that ſent ſuche a meſſage, 02 
with theym that wolde kepe it ſe⸗ 
crete : It he were thautoz of it, thã 
could he nat be the vtterer of it al⸗ 
ſo: His kyngedome muſte nedes 
falle, yt he fyght ayenſt hym ſelke. 
God, gad bzoughte it to lyghte, as 
one that hath taken vpon hym to 

defende 
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defende his trewe and faythefulle 
miniſter, kynge Henry the eyghte. 
God hath dilcloſed all, vſpngeſu- 
che wayes, that all menne maye 
knowe, it is onely he, that coulde 
doo ſuche a thynge. A man wolde 
thynke it vnpoſlpble, that where 
no foꝛce, no violence, no tourmen⸗ 
tes are vled, fleſſhe, bloudde, and 
nature, coulde ſyffer one bꝛother 
to bzynge the other to his deathe. 
Some wollſay, he lacked no toz- 
mentes, as longe as he had treſon 
waltryng in his harte. I traytour 
whether he beſo taken oꝛ not, can 
lacke no ſcourgynge, whan he is 
moſte alone. He hath his whyppe 
in his bolome, and playeth the toꝛ⸗ 
mentout hym ſelfe koꝛ lacke ok an 
officer. J woll not lay, but Geffrey 
Pole felt ſuche tozmentes, noo, 7 
mul} nedes grit, he was we 
| £0 
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ſcourged, that tho it an eaſe 
to rydde hym lſelfe of it by deathe. 
They be ot lyke no ſmall pepnes, 
that make the pacyent glad to flee 
his body, and damne his ſoule foꝛ 
the arrydance of thẽ. But pet as J 
ſapd, he had no outwarde tozmen⸗ 
tes, no racking no manicles, no he 
was put in kere ok none ok al theſe 
peynes, but entoꝛced by god, as Þ 
take it, and as he hym ſelke ſayde, 
at the barre it was, krankely vtte⸗ 
red, not onely agaynſt his bꝛother 
and couſpn, but ayenſte ſuche, as 
whan they came to the barre, grã⸗ 
ted them lelfes giltie, without any 
verdite of queſt. But of thelelaſt, 
J wyllnothyng ſpeake, all be it J 
take them to be as wozthy eternall 
infamy as the fy:(t, but great

ok byꝛth, bicauſe blode is diſteined 
by treſon, x their family m— fro 

them 
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them ar thole that oughte to be ſet 
fo:th in their colours. It is J laye 
agayn, a wonder to ſe, one bother 
bꝛyng an other ( moche loue being 
betwene them, and no cauſe of ha⸗ 
tred to his death. Jt were a won 
der ſurelp, it one had not taken the 
matter in hande whiche can whan 
him luſt, both vanquyſhe nature, 
and trede the deuyll with his hole 
power vnder his feete. They two 
kepte thoſe treaſons vnder locke 
and key, God is and ever hath be 
loweof nature , conquerer of the 
deuyll, and can compel both, whan 
hym luſteth, to ſet koꝛth his glozy. 
But nowe, where we ſee, whoſe 
goodneſſe it is, that treaſons are 

knowen, and traptours made a-

The Marques ok al the reſt ſtack 
hardeſt, and made as thoughe he 
had ben very clere in many popyn- 
tes, yet in ſome he ſtaggered, and 
was very ſozy ſo to do, nowe cha⸗ 
langyng the kynges pardon, now 
takynge benefytte ot the acte, and 
when all wold not ſerue, he began 
to charge Gelftey Pole with fren- 
ſpe, with folp, and madneſſe niche 
moche 
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moche to be noted, what aunſwere 
Geffrep made tothe Marques in 
this poynte. Somme men laythe 
Geſtrepe (as J here) lape to my 
charge, that J ſhulde be out of my 
wytte,andin a franſpe. Trouth it 
is, I was out of my wytte,and in 
g great franſpe whan J fell with 
theym in conkerence to be a trap⸗ 
tour, dyſobedyeit to god, falſe to 
my pꝛynce, and ennemie to my na⸗ 
tiue countrey.

He hathe ſaued my 
ente 
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not ſo farreas J wolde haue had 
it gone: His goodnes it is, that Þ 
haue not ſlayne my ſelfe: his mer⸗ 
cye, that Þ was delyuered frome 
that frenſye of kyllynge my ſelfe : 
His wotke, that J haue declared 
my [elf,mp bꝛother, the Marques, 
with the reſte to be traptours. And 
where 7 thought, ſaid Geffrep, ra⸗ 
ther to haue putte my loule in ha- 
ſarde foꝛ the ſauyng of theſe men, 
god Ithantze hym, ſo wzought in 
me, and ſo chaunged my mpynde, 
that yt J had had tenne bzethern, 
yea tenne ſonnes, J wolde rather 
bꝛyng theym all to this perylle of 
deathe, than leaue my countreye, 
my ſouerayn lo:de, and myn owne 
ſoule in ſuche daunger as they all 
thꝛe ſtoode in, if J had kepte theſe 
treaſons ſecrete.
